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Report of the County Roads Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council for the 
-County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—Your Committee for the County Road Sys- 
tem met on June 22, July 7, July 31, August 4, August 19, 
September 1, September 15, September 29, October 13, Octo- 
ber 26, November 10, November 25, for the purpose of con- 
ducting the general business and inspecting the various 
works, etc., and your Committee beg leave to report as 
follows: 


Construction work has been proceeded with on Road 
No. 36, Roads 8 and 9, and Road No. 17. Owing to the short- 
age of cars during nine weeks of the best weather the work 
on Road 36 was considerably delayed. However, our Super- 
intendent reports that at the present time more work has 
been accomplished on this road than last year. 


On Roads 8 and g about four and one-half miles of heavy 
grading has been done and a very heavy hill cut and fill has 
been made in the neighborhood of Big Creek, where a new 
bridge has been placed. Twenty-one thousand feet of tile 
draining has been done on Roads 8 and 9, about about three- 
quarters of a mile of base stone has been placed. 


On Road No. 17, one and one-half miles of a fourteen- 
foot gravel road have been completed and tile draining is 
being proceeded with at the present time. There being 
about eight thousand feet of this work to do. A reinforced 
concrete culvert has been constructed on this road and 
several small culverts have been installed. 


We have visited the various roads under construction 
and found the work being proceeded with systematically, and

consider that the finished work shows a high standard of 
construction. A more systematic maintenance of the roads 
has also been carried out as required by the Highway De- 
partment, and in the course of time we feel sure will show 
results. In addition to such mainteriance as grading, drag- 
ging, bridge, culverts, etc., about eighteen miles of gravelling 
has been done. 


Your Superintendent has stated to us that over 40,000 
tons of material has been used in construction and mainte-- 
nance. 


To date the total amount of accounts passed is $142,- 
246.54. ; 


This has been spent under the following headings:

Plans were made 
by Messrs. Marston and Laplante, in accordance with the 
town regulations, and the job was let to Harry Hammond, 
a licensed sewer service man of Simcoe, at 4oc a foot, con- 
nections and manhole extra. The plan indicates where three 
Y’s were placed on the street sewer to admit of possible 
connections desired in future.

Of the Municipal Corporation of the County of Norfolk, En- 
titled “A By-Law for Confirming a Certain By-Law of 
the Municipal Corporation of the Township of Middleton, 
Number 364, for the Stopping up and Selling of Part of a 
Public Highway Opposite Lot 18, Between Concessions

BY-LAW NO. 484 


To Appoimt a Committee re Reforestration in the County 
of Norfolk 


WHEREAS it is permitted by By-law to require by pur- 
chase, lease or otherwise, land suitable and desirable for re- 
forestration if approved by the Minister of Agriculture;

BY-LAW NO. 489 


By-Law to Provide for Borrowing $50,000 Upon Debentures 
to Pay for the Construction of Reads on the County Road 
System in the County of Norfolk. 


WHEREAS the County of Norfolk under the Act for the 
Improvement of Public Highways, R.S.O., 1914, Chapter 40, 
adopted a system of roads as a County Road System under 
By-law No. 435 of said County; 


AND WHEREAS for the purpose of construction of said 
roads under said County Road System it is necessary to bor- 
row the sum of $50,000 on the credit of the Corporation and 
to issue debentures therefor bearing interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, which is the amount of the debt 
intended to be created by this By-law; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to make the prinicipal 
of the said debt repayable in yearly sums during the period 
of fifteen years of such amounts respectively that the agegre- 
gate amount payable for principal and interest in any year 
shall be equal as nearly as may be to the amount so payable 
for principal and interest in each of the other years; 


AND WHEREAS it will be necessary to raise annually 
the sum of $5,148.12 during the period of fifteen years to 
pay the said yearly sums of principal and interest as they 
become due, which amount is required to pay the cost and 
interest thereon; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the Municipality, according to the last revised 
and equalized assessment rolls of the Local Municipalities of 
which the County is composed is Fourteen Million Two Hun- 
dred and Thirty Thousand Dollars ($14,230,000) ; 


AND WHEREAS the present amount of debenture debt 
of the said Corporation is the sum of One Hundred and 





Fifty-Six Thousand Six Hundred and Forty-Seven Dollars 
and Five Cents ($156,647.05), and no principal and interest 
payable in respect thereof is in arrear; 


AND WHEREAS it is advisable that a By-law shall be 
passed for the purposes aforesaid ; 


THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Corporation 
of the County of Norfolk enacts as follows: 


1. That for the purposes aforesaid there shall be bor- 
rowed on the credit of the Corporation the sum of Fifty 
Thousand Dollars ($50,000), and debentures shall be issued 
therefor in the sums of not less than $100, each bearing in- 
terest at the rate of six per cent. per annum, and having 
coupons attached thereto for the payment of the interest. 


2. The debentures shall all bear the same date and shall 
be issued within six months after the date of which this 
By-law is passed, and bear date 22nd December, 1920, and 
shall be payable in annual installments during the fifteen 
years next after the time when the same are issued, and the 
respective amounts of principal and interest payable in each 
of such years shall be as follows:

“one” of this By-law.
